Germans Enraged 


BERLIN. Germany.—The shooting 


of four Germans by a revolutionary 
tribunal at San Martin, near Barce- 
lona, Spain, Thursday aroused u ter- 
rific wave of indignation in Germany 
which sees in the death of three young 
members- of,t.he Nazi party and a Ger- 
man friend of theirs "murder directed 
by Bolshevik terrorists and foes of 
Naziism." 


"The Spanish government which is 


unable to protect the lives of foreign- 
ers has forfeited the light to be rec- 
ognized as a legal ffovernment" is the 
consensus in official German quarters 
which is reflected in the press. 


News of the execution of the four 


Germans on July 24, was confirmed 
by official German representatives in 
Spain. 


They reported that three members 


of the Nazi party who were on the 
way to Hamburg and another German 
trying to escape Spain in a taxi were 
taken before a tribunal which ordered 
their execution "though 
they 
held 


fully valid passes." 


Italians Capitalizing Deaths 


Italian diplomats are using the trau- 


edy in an effort to Involve Germany 
in Spanish events. They arc telling 
German friends that if Germany and 
Italy co-operated in Spain, "the ques- 
tion 
of Germany's colonial claims 


would be solved immediately, because 
a 
nationalist Spanish 
government 


would be so busy reorganizing Spain 
that it would bo unable to look after 
colonies and would relinquish them 
to the country which helped it crush 
the Rod menace. 


Spanish Morocco, where German in- 


terests invested heavily in pre-war 
days, would be the prize to Germany 
and Italy for their co-operation. 


Tremendous nervousness seized dip- 


lomatic circles in Berlin which learn- 
ed of these alleged Italian whisper- 
ings.

Jelly- Making 


Now that jelly-making time is here, 


recipes are changing hands, and some 
Hompstead county women are won- 
dering whether or not beet sugar will 
really make good jelly. Miss Bulling- 
ton, home demonstration agent, says 
that beet sugar can be used with the 
same expectations for good results as 
with canesugar. 


Beet and cane sugar have exactly 


the same chemical 
composition, 
in 


spite of the fact that many women feel 
that beet sugar cannot be used for 
canning, making preserves, or mak- 
ing jelly. According to Mrs. Ruby 
Mendenhall Smith, Extension econo- 
mist in food preservation, when poor 
jelly results after beet sugar is used, 
the fault lies in the acid and pectin 
content of the fruit juice used or in 
the method of making jelly, not in 
the sugar. 


Many European housewives use beet 


sugar exclusively for canning and 
cooking, and their cooking is famous 
the world over, Mrs. Smith points out.

Saul Converted and Commissincd 


Text: Acts S.-I-9, 17-19; I 


Timcthy 1:12-11. 


Jesus said concerning His forerun- 


ner. John the Baptist, that of men 
:jorn of women there had never risen 
i greater than he. Yet greater than 
John was the Christian disciple who 
shared thc glory of the new dispensa- 
tion of grace and truth. 


Purely this could not be better ex- 


emplified than in the apostle Paul. 
As John was the greatest of all who 
came before Christ, so Paul would 
seem to have been the greatest of all 
who came after Him. 


Pmil exemplified the power of the 


new gospel in changing men. He did 
pon come gradually or easily into the 
Christian way, as did thc disciples 
who had first gathered around Jesus. 


They responded 
to 
the 
Master's 


teaching and to thc charm of His per- 
sonality. There 
was 
something in 


them that seemed almost immediately 
to move them in loyalty to Him and 
that led them to forsake all for their 
part in the new kingdom. 


But with Paul it was a different 


matter. As Saul, thc name given him 
Ixforo hi.s conversion, he shared the 
popular hostility to thc new faith. He 
stood by. watching the garments of 
those who stoned Stephen to death, 
and here, in our lesson, we have a 
picture of him threatening slaughter 
ngainst the disciples, going to the High 
Priest and asking letters of authority 
to the .synagogs of Damascus, so that 
it' he found any that were of thc 
Christian way, men 
or women, ho 


might bring them bound to Jerusa- 
lem. 


Could such 
<i 
man 
of 
intense 


rrejudices and violent hostility to the 
new faith be brought under its power? 
It would seem little short of a miracle 
that .such thing could happen; yet 
again and again in history men have 
become thc disciples of the principles 
that they h;ive attacked. 


Hero in Paul's ca.se outward miracles 


seemed to move with inward prompt- 
ing, 
in the change wrought 
within 


him. 
As he weal on this journey of
